PAID. 


TO THE 4,000 INDIANS 


H. A. Gonfoy, lndign Treaty Agent, 
Retur rom a” ite Trip 
Through the North Country—Says 
Treaty Indians Are Not Dying Out 
But Increasire. 


Aiter tive months spent in the vaat 
stretch of country north of Edmonton, 
during which he téavelled about 
4,000 miles and. paid out about $20,500 
iv treaty money, H.A. Conroy, of Ot- 
tawa, Indian treaty agent, returned 
to the vity yesterday and leaves in a 
fiw days for the east. He has just 
completed his ninth annual trip north 
to nay treaty money te the Indian 
tribes according to the bargain made 
by the government. 

Mr. Conroy has been treaty agent 
for the country north of. Kdmonton 
ever since the government made “he 
arrangement for treaty in 1899. He 
spends four or five months of ever 
yeer in the nerth, and he knows near- 
ly every one of the 4,000 Indians who 
receive treaty. He bears their com- 
plaints and settles disputes, pays 
them their treaty money and looks in- 
to the conditions prevailing among 
them. . A physician accompanies him 
to treat those in need of medical at- 
tendanee. 

Mr. Conroy left Edmonton this year 
on his usual northward trip on May 
4th, accompanied by Dr. Donald, In; 
dian agent at Lesse- Slave Lake, and 
Mr. Laird, his seeretary. Although 
he had some $20,000 in $1 fills with 
him .he took no guard along. He 
trusted to the honesty of the Indians, 
and not onge in the nine years he has 
made this trip has-he been molested, 

The Indians to whom he paid treaty 
ate divided inge twa great classes—the 
Chipewyans and the Crees. The 
Chipewyans are divided into several 
local divisions, of course, including 
the Slaveys, Dog Ribs, Beavers, etc. 
The Crecs réside in the district south 
“the 60th parellel, and the Chipew- 
yans.to the north. Among-the points 
visited by Mr. Conrey and his party, 
where the Indiansswere assembled .o 
receive tregty, were Fort St. John, 
Dunvegan, Peace River Crossing, Ver- 
milion, Little Red River, Fort Chipe- 
wyan, Fou du lac, Fort Smith, Fort 
Resolution, Hay. River, Fort MeMur- 
ray, Wabascow, White Fish Lake, 
Sturgeon Like and. Lesser Slave Lake. 

Treaty Indians Increasing. 

“Are the Indians as.a race dying 
Mf’ queried a “Bulletin representa- 
ive when speaking to Mr. Conroy oi 
his trip north, 

“No, I bélieve.they are increasing 
slightly,”” was ther reply “There is 
t slight increase’ among the Indians 
receiving treaty anyway Roughly 
speaking thére are, about 4,000) «i 
these, each of whom receives $5 every 
year.”’ 

“What about the eonditions of these 
Indians?” 

“Well, they were in rather hard cir- 
‘cumstances last year, Owing to the 
scarcity of fur-benring animals and 
game, Mut they ur better prepared 
for the winter this year. There 3s 

ome siekuess among them, but, eom- 
oaratively speaking, their condition is 
wetty good,”” 

Mr. Conroy reported having met 
tome CPR. survey parties in the 
north, who are beheved to be survey- 
ing a line from Kdmonton to the 
Pine Pass for the C.P.R. Residents 
in the north country yare eagerly look- 
ing forward to the timy when they will 
have railway countetion with the out- 
side world.”

We BROWN INSTEAD OF THE 


CONVENTIONAL WHITE 


Judge Noel Presented With Pair of Na- 
tive-made Gloves upon Opening First 
Ceurt at Pesce River, and Before 
Which There Were No Cases to be 
Tried—A Notadle Day in History of 
Peace River. 


On Sept. 2st His Honor Judge Noel 
of the Wetaskiwin District Court visited 
Peace River Crossing and held court. 
This being the first occasion and there 
being no cases to he heard the proceed- 
ings were of a somewhat informal char- 
acter, the idea be'ng to make known 
the fact that court will henceforth be 
held in the Peace River District at var- 
ions points once vearly and until the 
necessity arises for more frequent sit- 
tings, . 

There were no cases to he tried. Judge 
Noel in a few remarks stoted that court 
wou be held at Peace River Crossing 
and Vermillion next year and that two 
months’ notice would be given  before- 
hand of the date of the sitting. 

He snid that there was an old saying 
that “the wie men came from the east.” 
It was his opinion that wiser men lived 
in the north, for there were no cases to 
he tried, He complimented the resid 
ents of the district on this fact and 
trusted that they would maintain a clear 
docket and be as the name of the river 
implies always peaceable and  law-abid- 
ing. He then adjourned the court. 

Mr, J. K. Cornwall at the request of 
the residents of the distriet, begged to 
be allowed to present the judge with a 
pair of native gloves, He was aware that 
the usual custom in the case of a clean 
docket was to present the judge with a 
pair of white gloves, but there being no 
white gloves at hand, he would have to 
ask him to accept a brown pair. This 
color, he thought, would be more appro- 
priate, it being the prevailing shade in 
the north and also of a more lasting and 
durable character. He trusted that this 
would be proven so and that as each 
sueceeding year came round they would 
still be able to present him with more 
Bloves, 

Mr, Jusice Beck, who accompanied 
Judge Noel on his journey was present 
at the enening of the court. Mr. F, 8.
